YAMASHITA IS 
DENIED NEW 
COURT TRIAL 


Must 
Die 
On 
Gallows, 
Supreme Court Rules 
In Refusal 


(By Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The Su­ 
preme court refused today to save 
Japanese G eneral Y am ashita from 
death on the gallows. 
Chief .Justice Stone delivered the 
Supreme court's 6-2 decision. 
Justice Jackson, now 
actin g as 
chief U. S. prosecutor in the Nazi 
trials in Europe, had 
no 
part in 
Yamashita’s case. Justices M urphy 
and Rudledge dissented. 
The court overruled Y am ashita 
on all points. 
Stone’s opinion declared: 
•It appears th at the order con ­ 
vening the 
commission 
(of 
five 
general« ; who tried Y am ashita) was 
a lawful order, th at the commission 
was lawfully constituted, th a t pe­ 
titioner (Y am ashita) was 
charged 
with violation of th e law of war 
and that the commission had a u­ 
thority to proceed w ith the trial, 
and in doing so did n ot violate any 
military , statutory or con stitution al 
command.” 
Tried By Military Group 
Yamashita was convicted by the 
American m ilitary commission in 
Manila 
of 
condoning 
uncounted 
atrocities by his invadin g troops in 
the Philippines. 
The enemy general was the first 
Pacific war leader to be tried as 
a war crim inal. In appealing to 
the supreme court he contended 
that the m ilitary commission did 
not have authority to try him. 
Stone said: 
We have considered, but 
find 
it unnecessary to discuss other con­ 
tentions 'by Y am ashita) which we 
find to be w ithout m erit. 
“We therefore conclude th a t the 
detention of the

conviction, subject 
to

thorities, were lawful, an d th a t his 
petition for certiorari (asking the

Earlier in the day , Safford had 
testified th a t “suspicion exists’’ in his 
mind that Gen. Georg« C. M arshall 
an d Adm. Harold R. Stark had so 
broken the law'. 
The question was w hether copies 
of a “winds code” message which 
Safford said gave W ashington a 
three-day tipoff of the Japan ese a t­ 
tack on Dec. 7, 1941, was received 
here and later destroy ed. 
Under questioning 
by 
Sen ator 
Lucas (D-Ill) of the sen ate-house 
committee, Safford said he did n ot 
suspect responsibility for destruc­ 
tion of the records rested w ith a 
group of naval officers, as he had 
said before.

Shori-Circuited Production 
The struggle over the terms on which production 
for peacetime demands is to be permitted moves a 
little closer each day to a showdown on the issue of 
a planned economy 
Evidence is piling up to show that popular de­ 
mand 
in a country accustomed to 
getting what it 
wants 
and with a 
prodigious variety 
oi wants is 
more powerful than the doctrine that the public 
should be given only what remote bureaucrats are 
willing to bestow on it This worked all right during 
war when there was an obvious excuse for shortages, 
but it is finding no favor in peacetime. 
By an ironic twist of economic fate, moreover, it 
Is threatening to find least favor as time goes on 
among the organized labor following of some of the 
most zealous champions of government dictation. As 
it becomes more evident that 
01111100.-» oi wage earn­ 
ers are at the mercy of decisions by officials who 
may decide that certain workers should not be- per­ 
mitted to work at their J obs because to do so would 
Interfere with a government plan, wage earners will 
come to share the resentment of their employers 
against government interference in private enterprise. 
A great deal of production acutely needed to satisfy 
the needs of consumers is being short-circuited by 
federal administrators devoted to the proposition that 
a planned economy is best. They are learning that 
the American public is not devoted to the same propo­ 
sition. It will shock them, anger them and discourage 
them. It also may persuade them they are on the 
wrong track, because popular opinion Is bearing down 
on them from the opposite direction. 


to puzzle the public and, no doubt, its legislators who 
must make the decbion. 
While one element of British opinion says the loan 
L< indispensable and is the only possible way to put 
their economy back on its feet another element is 
insisting that the loan would be- disastrous and ruin 
the country 
A 
sample of the 
latter opinion is in 
these quotations from a recent 
speech by Leopold S 
Amery, a political contemporary of Winston Church­ 
ill and a sort of British counterpart of Bernard M 
Baruch: 
The way down which America is trying to drive 
us I- the way to ruin and repudiation ’ . . . "Ameri­ 
can industry in all its phases is obsessed with the 
idea of conquering every mariust in the world 
" . . . 
What chance shall we have against the surplus of 
America's gigantic production, supported by Ameri­ 
can finance?" 
Mr Amery concludes that the effect cf the loan j 
would be to put Britain at the rnercy of the United 
States; that it would lead to national “ suicide''. He 
is known in Britain for ills strong views on empire 
trade, which he contends is the key to British eco­ 
nomic rehabilitation 
It goes without saying that in 
the forthcoming showdown on the British loan in 
Congress, great importance will be- attached to the 
obvious fact that not all Britons are as stirred by the 
prospect of rescue as the Britons who aic doing the 
most talking about it. 


—And So Was the Answer 
An "embarrassing" question put to Secretary of 
Interior Ickes in a Senate naval committee hearing 
on appointment of Edwin W. Pauley as undersecre­ 
tary of the Navy has produced J ust about the most 
embarrassing answer imaginable. 
Secretary lekes, asked whether Mr. Pauley had 
said campaign contributions could be raised among 
California oil men if a Department of J ustice suit 
claiming title to offshore oil properties were dropped, 
admitted he was embarrassed and said the answer 
was "yes". 
Mr. Pauley said the answer was "no". He is a 
former treasurer of the Democratic national com­ 
mittee and more recently the United States delegate 
on the Allied reparations commission. But more sig­ 
nificantly, Mr Pauley Is a California oil man. 
The matter rested over the weekend, but it will be 
heard from again. This week, hearing will be held 
by the Senate J udiciary committee on a resolution 
for a quit-clatm that would vest title to nil off-shore 
property in the adjacent states. The House already 
has adopted such a resolution. 
Secretary Ickes opposes it. 
The Department of 
J ustice opposes it. The Supreme Court has a case 
before it presenting the legal aspects. It Is obviously 
no accident that Secretary Ickes was called on in a 
public hearing to answer the "embarrassing" ques­ 
tion about Mr. Pauley. The Senate naval committee 
did not J ust happen to question Norman Littell. a 
former assistant attorney general, about ills recollec­ 
tion that Mr. Pauley tried at various times to get 
the Department of J ustice suits stopped. 
There are stirrings in the earth. Political ground 
is quaking. It has been a long, long time since Harold 
Ickes made news, but his answer to one embarrassing 
question may blow the lid off something more inter­ 
esting to look at than another oil well on the off­ 
shore properties that Mr 
Ickes thinks should be 
long to the United States. 
The last time oil properties, the Department of 
Interior and oil men were tangled up together, the 
result was Teapot Dome. 


Another Twice-Told Tale 
The official reason for expo» slng 100 over-age naval 
craft to atomic bombardment is to discover whether 
this new kind of attack has made navies obsolete. 
The same curiosity abotit navies asserted itself after 
World War I. It ended up in a blind alley. 
In mid-J une, 1921, the momentous experiment to 
prove Gen. William Mitchell's theory about aerial 
bombardment was conducted off the Virginia Capes 
Captured German warships, including a submarine, 
were the targets. One hundred and fifty planes were 
used and various types of bombs, the heaviest a 2.000- 
pound missile. 
It was demonstrated that airplanes could sink tin 
ships at will But for the next two decades, conserv­ 
atives 
belittled 
the proof 
while 
their 
farsighted 
brethren were preparing an aerial arm for the United 
States Navy. There still was no agreement on the 
potency of airplanes on land or sea when World War 
II began. Thereafter, diehards yielded to wartime 
proof and took steps to make the ships somewhere 
near as potent as the planes. 
What the atomic bombardment in the Pacific will 
prove is conjectural 
But it Is reasonable to assume 
two things. The proof will be tentative in the opinion 
of those who don't want to believe It 
There will be 
navies as long as there are human beings who want 
to cross oceans. Human beings also will fly across 
oceans and in the event of war will drop bombs on 
ships. The ships will fight back, and therein lies tin- 
answer 
When ships become as impotent against 
planes as cavalry, for Instance, finally became against 
tanks, ships will no longer be a major element in 
warfare.

For one thing it should help to 
demolish the legend that suffering the pangs of 
hunger Is any more necessary to the production of 
good art works than it Ls to the production of elec­ 
tric irons, base hits or newspaper stories. 
For another tiling, it promises to develop a peace­ 
ful new business in these days of industrial strife 
With the sculptor combining the functions of labor, 
management and capital investment, the corporation 
shouldn’t have any strike troubles.
